Make S. Capitol St. “An Urban Boulevard” 




A t the November public meeting 
of the Southwest Neighborhood 
Assembly, Inc., (SWNA), officials 
and architects for the developers 
explained what they are asking from the 
D.C. Zoning Commission. The develop¬ 
ers have given The Southwester the fol¬ 
lowing summary of their position: 

“To clarify the PUD (Planned Unit 
Development) application for the Water¬ 
front project (formerly Waterside Mall), 
the development contemplates increased 
building heights along 4th Street (to a 
height of 79 feet), and increased height at 
the four corners of the project only and 
only to a height of 112 feet (not 130 feet). 

“The square footage density being 
requested is less than the density current¬ 
ly allowed on this site. The request to 
build to a height of 112 feet is only for 
the purpose of configuring the density in 
a way to open up the site (including a 
public plaza), not for the purpose of 
adding density beyond what is currently 
allowed. 

“The PUD application also commits 
the developers to building a minimum of 
75,000 square feet of retail space and 
400,000 square feet of residential space. 
The retail will be built along M Street and 
the newly reopened 4th Street. The resi¬ 


dential will be built on the northwest por¬ 
tion of the site overlooking the national 
park.” 

Representing the Kaempfer Co. at the 
Nov. 25 meeting were Art Mosely, project 
manager; Mitchell Schear and Gretchen 
Dudney, Kaempfer’s President and Senior 
V.P., respectively. Representing Forest 
City Washington were Deborah Ratner 
Saltzberg and Tom Henneberry, President 
and COO, respectively. Shalom Baranes, 
President of Shalom Baranes Architects, 
described many of the architectural draw¬ 
ings on display. ■ 


T he D.C. Dept, of Transportation 
continues its series of public 
meetings to help plan “for trans¬ 
forming the South Capitol St. Corridor 
into a gateway to the Nation’s capital.” 

A Dec. 7 meeting sought feedback on 
“example improvements” suggested by 
D DOT’s consultants after an earlier pub¬ 
lic meeting. One of the goals is to “create 
a great urban boulevard in the tradition of 
Pennsylvania Ave.” 

On the north and west side of the 


Anacostia River, the study area extends 
north to Independence Ave. SW and SE, 
west to Fourth St. S.W., and east to Sec¬ 
ond St. S.E. 

Future meetings will take place on 
Jan. 25 and Mar. 1, 2003, at locations to 
be announced.
